N. Y., Sept. 15.—Rev. 
Dr. Henry Horner Washburn©, rector 
of Christ Episcopal church, incurred 
the avowed disapproval of President 
Roosevelt Sunday by a sermon in 
which he devoted considerable atten­ 
tion to "the possibility of danger coin­ 
ing by and through the unguarded use 
of great wealth concentrated in the 
hands of a few,” and in which he also 
stated that “if ever circumstances In­ 
dicated that one was placed providen­ 
tially in the executive chair of the 
nation, then the circumstances that 
attended the promotion of Mr. Roose­ 
velt so indicated.” 
Sunday was the first anniversary of 
the death of President McKinley, and 
the president had requested Mr. Wash 
burne to hold memorial services. The 
announcement that this would be done 
and that President Roosevelt and his 
family would be present, served to 
draw a large crowd to Christ church 
which the president attends while 
here. 
The first part of the rector’s 
sermon was devoted to an eulogy upon 
the life and character of the martyred 
McKinley, and to this the president 
listened attentively. 
But when tai the 
second part of the sermon Mr. Wash 
burne took occasion to speak of tile 
possibility of danger coming through 
certain trusts, and also to laud the 
president, Mr. Roosevelt became res 
tive. His face colored and he plainly 
showed signs of disapproval of the rec 
tor’s utterances. 
At the conclusion 
of the serman he turned to Mrs. Roos 
evelt, who sat beside him. and whig 
pered: 
“He should ndt have done 
that.” 
After the serices the president stat 
©d that, he had requested Mr. Wash 
burne to hold memorial services, but 
that he had no knowledge of what the 
sermon contained, nor had he any in 
timation that the rector would refer 
to the trusts or to himself. 
Mr. Washburne also stated that he 
had prepared the sermon without con 
suiting any members of the president’ 
family. 
Mr. Washburne took for his 
text Galatians iv* 4, fourth verse: 
"But when the fullness of the time 
was come, God sent forth his son, 
made of a woman, made under tho 
law, to redeem them that were under 
the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of sons.”

charged w ith cutting tim ber on the 
public domain. 
Brown w as about 40 
years old and had been reared on the 
bonier In A rkansas and never bad any j 
apport unities for schooling, hence w as I 
unable to read or w rite. 
In his en­ 
deavors to get a living lie bad cut tim ­ 
ber suitable for m aking ax handles os 
United S ta b s lands, w hich led to his 
arrest and Imprisonment. 
The othei 
man will be called Jones, for the real 
nam e of both men are not known in 
the memory of uny one who witnessed 
the incident. 
Jones was charged w ith and indicted 
for having sold liquor to the Indians. 
Mr. Jones was a native of New York, 
a graduate of Dillon college and was 
educated for a lawyer. H e im ssessel 
a highly cultured mind, a good Latin­ 
ist ami thoroughly scholarly in all 
sorts of hooks. 
Not succeeding in his 
profession in his native state, more 
from lack of application than other­ 
wise, lie left that country and plunged 
into the great west and located no­ 
body knew where, but be drifted into 
the low er strata of society, and to ob­ 
tain the necessaries of life he resorted 
to “bootlegging” am ong the red me* 
of the Indian T erritory border.

I arrest and im prisonm ent followed.

The judge then t tim ­ 
ed his eyes Upon the other prisoner al 
Hie bar aud. possibly in a louder voice, 
said, “ Mr. Jones, it is the sentence of 
the court that you be confined In the 
Cole county jail until you have taught 
Mr. Brown to read and write, and I 
enjoin ape* tlit* keeper of the Jail t* 
afford you every facility possible with 
the safe keeping of Ilia prisoners.” 
The lawyers and spectators in coun 
looked w ith astonishm ent ut each oth­ 
er as the sentence was concluded, nnd 
the m arshal b d the prisoners out of 
tlie courtroom. 
It was the second term of the court 
after tins Incident when the m arshal 
conducted Brown aud Jones into court, 
nnd It was announced by the court 
that Brown had completed his educa' 
lion—ready to graduate—able to read 
and write. 
Judge K rekel looked over 
his glasses and asked th a t Hie prisoner 
give him an evidence of his being ahi* 
to read. 
Brown stood up and read a 
few paragraphs from a new spaper to 
the satisfaction of tho court, when bt 
said, “ Mr. Clerk, will you let him sit 
at a table and w rite me a letter?” 
Paper, pen, ink nnd a seat were fur 
dished Brown, who w ent to work to j 
w rite a letter to the court.

lime the poor fellow struggled with 
the task, and In the m eantim e Jones 
was very nervous, fearing he would 
be compelled to go back to jail and 
“take up school” again.

clerk said, “ May it please your honor, 
the prisoner eau write, but cannot form 
rcntonces to m ake it Intelligible.” 
“ Mr. Clerk.” said the court, not tak

thing resembling a bunch of flowers. 
Nearly every house has tw o doors, 
one in front and one behind, the last 
for everyday entrance and exit and 
the form er opened only on great occa­ 
sions, such ob births, deaths aud m ar­ 
riages. 
The gardens are as peculiar as the 
bouses. 
The paths are hardly wide 
enough to walk in. 
One could put 
his arm around the flowerbeds. 
The 
dainty arbors would barely buhl two 
persons sitting d o se together. The lit­ 
tle m yrtle hedges would scarcely reach 
to the knees of a four-year-old child. 
Between the arbors and the flower 
beds run little canals which seem made 
to float paper boats. They are crossed 
by m iniature wooden 
bridges, w ith 
colored pillars and parapets. 
’I bere 
are pouds the size of a bath, which 
are alm ost c o n c e a l 
by lilliputian 
boats tied w ith red cords to blue 
I stakes, tiny staircases and m iniature 
kitchen gardens. 
Everything could be 
m easured w ith the hand, crossed ut a 
leap, demolished by a blow. 
More­ 
over, there are trees cut iu the shape 
of fans, plumes nnd disks, with their 
trunks colored w hite and blue. 
At 
every step one discovers a new effect. 
a fresh com bination of hues, a novel 
caprice, some new absurdity. 
The rooms are very tiny and resom 
hie so many bazaars. There are porce 
lain figures on the cupboard, Chinese 
cups and sugar bowls on and under 
the tublos. 
plates 
fastened on 
tho 
walla, 
clocks, 
ostrich 
eggs, 
shells, 
vases, plates, glasses, placed In every 
eoruer and concealed In every nook, 
cupboards full of hundreds of trifles 
and ornam ents w ithout name, a crowd 
jog disorder and utter confusion of 
colors —Public Opinion.
